Kendall did stop short of 
advocating for legalizing the 
drug, but said the topic war¬ 
rants further discussion. 

The remarks came a few 
months after an ecstasy crisis 
in B.C. and Alberta that was 
hnked to 19 deaths and hun¬ 
dreds of dangerous overdoses. 
Officials determined the spike 
in adverse health effects was 
due to the use of an ecstasy 
compound known as PMMA, 
which is a cheaper and far

more toxic substitute for 
MDMA. 

“As of right now with 
drugs in Canada being a 
criminal issue as opposed 
to a health issue, there is 
no way for someone to be 
aware of exactly what they’re 
taking when they’re bu 3 dng 
something off the street,” said 
Ashley Fleming, Nightreach 
co-ordinator for the Central 
Alberta AIDS Network Society 
(CAANS). “That’s where the 
risk is.” 

During the PMMA ecstasy 
scare, CAANS visited bars and 
clubs in Red Deer and advised 
those set on experimenting 
with ecstasy to take smaller 
doses. 

Not eveiyone is convinced, 
however, that the harm- 
reduction approach used by 
CAANS is a good idea. 

“We have seen the effects 
of ecstasy, we have seen the 


effects of MDMA — some 
have been pretty significant, 
even fatal,” said Calgary 
police spokesperson Kevin 


Brookwell. “Knowing that, 

I think there would have to 
be a fairly extensive public 
health debate ... it would have 


be determined all forms of 
MDMA are safe, and I am not 
talking just safe for 18 and 
above.”

It’s called Our Home Next 
Door, and it has all the 
comforts of home for women 
and children who found no 
comfort in their previous 
homes. 

The women’s shel¬

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Mosquitoes buzzing off - so far 


Precipitation. Lack of

Despite recent rainfall, 
mosquito numbers are not 
up in Edmonton. 

In fact, over the past 
week there were 30 mos¬ 
quitoes found in city traps 
— compared to 300 during 
the same period last year. 

But, the average is 0.5 
mosquitoes per trap, said 
Mike Jenkins, city biologic¬ 
al sciences technician. 

“So the numbers are still 
quite, quite low,” he told 
reporters in Hawrelak Park 
on Thursday. 

The problem last year 
was a surprising number of 
aggressive daytime biters, 
though Jenkins said none 
of those have been trapped 
so far this year. 

“We are seeing in our 
larval sampling ... species 
that are our main nuisance 
mosquito through most of 
the summer, so we’re ex¬ 
pecting those ones to start

appearing,” he said. 

“But overall the numbers 
are incredibly low, much 
lower than they were last 
year.” 

A mild winter meant not 
only an early start monitor¬ 
ing mosquito habitat, but 
also less of it. 

And while the outlook 
is good now, Jenkins did 
note that things didn’t get 
“nasty” last year until July. 

“Without knowing what 
the precipitation is going 
to be, it’s impossible to 
predict what is going to 
happen,” he said. “If we get 
lots of rainfall, it could get 
worse. If we don’t get any 
rainfall, it could stay really 
good.”

Beavers, birds recover at Alberta wildlife centre 



A wildlife centre in Alberta is 
treating a handful of animals 
slicked with oil following last 
week’s pipeline leak into the 
Red Deer River. 

Two beavers, one Canada 
goose and a crow have been 
cleaned up at the Medicine 
River Wildlife Centre and ap¬ 
pear to be healthy. 

Environment officials have 
also found three dead fish near 
the spill site, but won’t know 
for several weeks whether the 
oil caused their deaths. 

A section of pipeline 
owned by Plains Midstream 
Canada leaked June 7 near 


the community of Sundre, 
spilling up to 475,000 litres of 
light sour crude into the river. 

Carol Kelly, executive dir¬ 
ector of the wildhfe centre 
near Innisfail, said a baby bea¬ 
ver covered in oil was brought 
to the centre the next day. 

The other animals were de¬ 
livered later. They will all be 
monitored there over the next 
couple weeks - except for one. 

A large adult female beaver 
made a daring escape from 
the centre Wednesday night. 

Kelly figures the animal 
was able to reach up and hit 
the exit bar on the door and 


let itself out. It then chewed 
through the wall surrounding 
an outdoor pond. It’s now hke- 
ly roaming the vast wetland 
that surrounds the building. 

“She was obviously doing 
well,” Kelly said with a laugh. 
“She decided she didn’t hke 
this hotel and she left.” 

Kelly said staff used Pepto- 
Bismol and other fiuids to 
fiush out any oil the animals 
may have digested. So far, 
they seem fine. 

The animals are eating 
well and staff will be monitor¬ 
ing their weight.

Zombies give bite to 
student-produced video 


Condoms won’t protect you 
from zombies. 

That line got a big laugh 
from students assembled 
at Amiskwaciy Academy as 
they watched the premiere 
of their self-produced pub¬ 
lic service announcement 
Thursday. The clip of stu¬ 
dents being attacked by 
zombies — who find offer¬ 
ing them a condom provides 
no protection — provided a 
moment of levity in a serious 
presentation. 

The video was one of three 


produced at the academy 
for Aboriginal students. The 
school’s media facilitator 
Jason Gonziola said the pro¬ 
ject began with five sharing 
circles based on social and 
sexual issues the students 
face. People with first-hand 
experience (a now-clean meth 
addict shared his story) facili¬ 
tated the discussions, said 
Gonziola. 

The discussions provided 
the basis for the PSAs, which 
Gonziola hopes be shared by 
the students via social media. 


They will also be incorpor¬ 
ated into the public school 
board curriculum. 

While the zombie clip 
was played for laughs, others 
were deadly serious. The clip 
on family violence incorpor¬ 
ates a real-life emergency call 
from a panicked child, while 
the drug abuse segment re¬ 
creates a drug dealer’s stab¬ 
bing. But the zombies clearly 
scored. 

“I think that might go 
viral,” Gonziola said.

“rm Ksenia Sobchak, and I’ve 
got something to lose. But I’m 
here.” That’s what the 30-year- 
old blond sociahte and TV per¬ 
sonality said when she began 
her unlikely foray into pohtical 
activism by taking the stage at 
a huge anti-Putin rally in De¬ 
cember. 

It was a shal^ start. 

Sobchak was greeted with 
jeers and boos from protesters, 
who derided her as a rich party 
girl and were suspicious of her 
motives because of her family’s 
close personal ties to Vladimir 
Putin. Six months later, Sob¬ 
chak has been accepted into 
the ranks of Russia’s protest 
leaders, completing a trans¬ 
formation that reflects the civic 
awakening of millions of yoimg 
Russians ^er a decade of polit¬ 
ical passivity. 

Young Intemet-sawy ofl&ce 
workers, students and mem¬ 



bers of what is known as the 
“creative class” form the heart 
of the protest movement that 
has drawn tens of thousands 
onto the streets of Moscow 
since a December parliament- 
aiy election was won by Putin’s 
party with what observers said 
was widespread fraud. 

Putin has taken a tougher 
approach toward the oppos¬ 
ition since returning to the 
presidency in May. But while 
hundreds of demonstrators 
have been detained over the 


past month, Sobchak found out 
only this week that she does 
indeed have something to lose. 
Her apartment was among the 
homes of protest leaders that 
were raided by police. They 
read her personal correspond¬ 
ence, seized her passport — 
and confiscated at least one mil- 
hon euros ($1.3 million) in cash. 

It was a quick change of for¬ 
tune for Russia’s It Girl. 

Sobchak had been con¬ 
sidered imtouchable because of 
Putin’s enduring loyalty to her 
late father, who as mayor of St. 
Petersburg in the early 1990s 
gave Russia’s future president 
his first government job and 
laimched his political career. 
Putin began a third term on 
May 7 after four years as prime 
minister. 

When asked about Putin, ru¬ 
moured to be her godfather, So¬ 
bchak has expressed gratitude 
to him for taking care of her 
family after her father, Anatoly 
Sobchak, feU out of pohtical fa¬ 
vour. She has been restrained in 
her criticism of Putin himself, 
while at the same time calling 
for more open government, fair 
elections and an end to the cor¬ 
ruption that pervades Russian 
society, the associated press

Flaherty accuses NDP 
of stalling as opposition 
gets comfortable for 
marathon voting session 


The two sleep-deprived sides of 
the House of Commons kept 
vigilant watch on each other 
Thursday as bleary-eyed MPs 
stood up and sat down over 
and over again, their 24-hour 
marathon voting session push¬ 
ing past the hal^ay mark. 

“Fve got to get myself 
comfy — off come the shoes,” 
said New Democrat MP Glenn 
Thibeault, describing one of 


the many ways MPs sought 
comfort through the 12th 
hour of voting on more than 
800 amendments to Bill C-38. 

Members of Parhament 
bobbed from their seats 
through the night and into the 
afternoon as they voted on 871 
opposition motions that are 
designed to thwart, or at least 
publicize, the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s sprawling omnibus 
budget-implementation bill. 

Liberal House leader Marc 
Garneau’s best guess for when 
the voting would finally be 
over? Likely 1 a.m. Friday mor¬ 
ning, he said — 24 hours after 
it began. 

The long haul seemed to 
have taken a toll on Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty. He was 


waspish in his comments 
about the opposition’s efforts 
to delay passage of his budget 
bill. 

“This is not a time for 
gamesmanship,” Flaherty said. 

“This is a serious time in 
which we need to protect 
Ganada and advance our eco¬ 
nomic agenda ... and we’ll do 
whatever we have to do today 
and tonight and in the early 
hours of tomorrow morning 
to get the job done.” 

NDP House leader Nathan 
Gullen had tried to win imani- 
mous consent to hold question 
period at the regular time, 
only to be shouted down from 
the government benches. 

Flaherty was scornful of 
Gullen’s gambit, sa 3 dng the 


NDP wasted several hours 
before voting even began and 
were deliberately taking their 
time getting to their feet dur¬ 
ing each individual vote. 

Gullen, meanwhile, wasn’t 
surprised his motion for ques¬ 
tion period was shouted down. 

“The government doesn’t 
really like question period all 
that much,” he said. “Some¬ 
thing about being held to ac¬ 
count.” 

The legislation contains a 
bewildering maze of changes 
to dozens of statutes. Grit- 
ics say such omnibus bills 
amount to a massive abuse of 
Parliament — an argument a 
young Stephen Harper once 
made with some conviction as 
a Reform MP. the Canadian press

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Secret files kept by Boy 
Scouts ordered released 


Scouts tried to keep 
them private. Court in 
the U.S. says use of the 
files in a molestation 
suit makes them part 
of the public record 


A court in the U.S. has ap¬ 
proved the release of so-called 
“perversion files” compiled 
by the Boy Scouts of America 
on suspected child molesters 
within the organization over 
two decades. 

This will give the public its 
first chance to review the files 
on 1,200 people. 

The files gathered from 
1965 to 1985 came to light 
when they were used as evi¬ 
dence in a landmark Oregon 
ruling in 2010 that the Scouts 
had failed to protect a plain¬ 
tiff who had been molested 
by an assistant scoutmaster in 
the early 1980s. 

The Scouts were ordered to 
pay the man $18.5 milhon US. 

The case drew attention to 
the organization’s efforts to 
keep child molesters out of its

leadership ranks. 

In recent years, the Boy 
Scouts have faced numerous 
lawsuits from men who say 
they were molested as chil¬ 
dren by scout leaders. 

The Boy Scouts fought to 
keep the files sealed, arguing 
that opening them could un¬ 
fairly affect those who were 
suspected but never convicted 
of abuse. 

Media organizations chal¬ 
lenged the Scouts’ efforts 
to keep the files under seal, 
arguing that their introduc¬ 
tion by attorneys in the suit 
makes them public record. A 
judge agreed. 

The files are part of a lar¬ 
ger trove of documents the 
Boy Scouts began compiling 
several decades ago on people 
fiagged as possible molesters.

The mother of a 17-year-old 
pimping suspect Ottawa police 
are searching for says she is 
also trying to find her daugh¬ 
ter, who she fears has been 
Idlled. 

“Either she went into hid¬ 
ing or she has been kiUed. That 
is what I want to know. Where 
is my daughter? Are the police 
of Ottawa doing their job?” the 
woman said emotionally when 
reached by phone Thursday. 

Police allege the woman’s 
daughter and two 15-year-olds 
forced three teen girls into 
prostitution. The 15-year-olds 
are in custody facing serious 
charges including assault and 
human trafficking. 

Police have not yet released 
the 17-year-old’s name to the 


public, though imder the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act they 
may apply for permission to 
temporarily release her name 
in order to find her. 

“If the pohce were doing 
their job they would have 
foimd where my daughter is,” 
the woman said. “She is just a 
child. 

“What does she eat? Where 
does she sleep?” she asked. 
“(She) is a little girl. I lost my 
little girl. She is a nice girl. She 
is not mentally ill. She is not a 
crackhead.” 

The woman said her daugh¬ 
ter “hasn’t done an 3 Thing” but 
is being “blamed” by the police. 

The woman, who cannot be 
named, suggested (Quebec po¬ 
lice are also searching for her 
daughter and said they are do¬ 
ing a better job. 

“F— you for the pohce. F— 
you for the joumahst,” she said.

Seeks compensation. 

Victim Massicotte 
claims attack left her 
and daughters fearful, 
humiliated, depressed 
and even suicidal 


Convicted murderer Russell 
Williams is denying that a 
woman he tied up and sex¬ 
ually assaulted is entitled to 
compensation from him for 
pain and suffering. 

In a statement of defence to 
a lawsuit laimched by Laurie 
Massicotte in Belleville, Ont., 
Wilhams says she will have to 
prove her claims in court. 

And he wants her to pay for 
his bills to fight her lawsuit. 

Massicotte, who has chosen 
to reveal her identity and 
speak about her ordeal, filed 
a nearly $7 million lawsuit in 
September against Wilhams. 

The attack left her fearful, 
humiliated, depressed, sui¬ 
cidal, unable to function in 
society and she will require 
extensive therapy, Massicotte 
said in her statement of claim. 

Williams broke into her

The Coca-Cola Co. plans to 
start selling its drinks in 
Myanmar for the first time 
in 60 years, following the 
U.S. government’s decision 
to suspend sanctions on the 
country for its democratic re¬ 
forms. 

Myanmar is one of three 
countries where Coca-Cola 
doesn’t do business. 

The other two are Cuba 
and North Korea. 

The world’s biggest soft 
drink maker said Thursday 
it will start doing business 
in the country as soon as 
the U.S. government issues 
a license allowing American 
companies to make such in¬ 
vestments. 

The U.S. announced last 
month that it was suspending 
restrictions on American in¬ 
vestments in the Southeast 
Asian country, which is still 
easing toward democracy.

Coca-Cola said its prod¬

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Court ruling. B.C.’s tough 
drunk driving laws 
return after tweaking 


B.C. drivers are once again 
facing what are considered 
the toughest drunk driving 
penalties in Canada after the 
provincial government was 
forced to adjust the law fol¬ 
lowing a court ruling. 

The law was originally 
introduced in September 
of 2010, giving police the 
power to impound cars and 
hand out he^ fines to driv¬ 
ers whose blood-alcohol level 
was higher than .05, which 
is slightly below the .08 legal 
limit under the Criminal 
Code. 

The law was later with¬ 
drawn after a B.C. Supreme 
Court judge ruled it violated 
drivers’ rights because it 
didn’t provide a way for them 
to challenge the result of a 
roadside breath test. 

Under the revised law, po¬ 
lice officers must tell drivers 
they can have a second test if 
they fail the first one, and the 
lower of the two readings will 
prevail. 

Police must also provide 
sworn reports on eveiy road¬ 
side driving ban they issue 
and must also submit docu¬ 
ments confirming the accur¬ 
acy of the breathalysers they 
use. 


Reducing drunk driving 


• The government said 
the law has already 
exceeded its expecta¬ 
tions in reducing drunk 
driving deaths in the 
province, with the 
number of deaths falling 
by 44 per cent in the first 
17 months since the law 
came into force. 


Justice Minister Shirley 
Bond said the changes go be¬ 
yond what the court ordered 
because the government 
wants to ensure the rules are 
both fair and effective. 

“This legislation has al¬ 
ways been about public safe¬ 
ty, and its life-saving value 
is clear,” she said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“I want to assure all Brit¬ 
ish Columbians, especially 
those who’ve lost a loved one 
to impaired driving, that our 
tough stance on impaired 
driving has not changed. We 
have not undermined the 
deterrent value of our law, 
which is so critical to the life¬ 
saving gains we’ve seen.”

Coexist. Cougars spreading 
across 11.8. Midwest after 
being nearly wiped out 


Cougars are again spreading 
across the U.S. Midwest a cen¬ 
tury after they were hunted 
to near extinction in much of 
the region, a new study says. 

The findings, detailed in 
The Journal of Wildlife Man¬ 
agement, showed 178 cougar 
confirmations in the Midwest 
and as far south as Texas be¬ 
tween 1990 and 2008. 

Researchers said the study 
poses fresh questions about 
how humans and livestock 
can coexist with the re-emer¬ 
ging predators, who have 
made startling appearances 
in recent years in downtown 
Santa Monica, Calif, and 


even in a Chicago alley. 

Wildlife officials have said 
it’s unclear how many of the 
animals may be in the Mid¬ 
west, where they are not fed¬ 
erally protected and, in some 
states, can be hunted. 

“We (now) know there are 
a heck of a lot more cougars 
running around the Mid¬ 
west than in 1990,” said Clay 
Nielsen, a Southern Illinois 
University wildlife ecologist 
who co-authored the report 
while heading the non-profit 
Cougar Network’s research. 
“We’ve got an interesting and 
compelling picture to talk

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Confessed Norway 
killer is delusional, 
psych experts claim 


Norway massacre. 

Breivik’s sanity is key 
to the case, and is still 
an unresolved issue 


The psychiatrists who have 
faced intense criticism for 
deeming Anders Behring Brei¬ 
vik — the self-confessed killer 
of 77 people in Norway last 
year — too mentally unfit to 
go to prison defended their 
stance Thursday, calling him 
delusional. 

Torgeir Husby and Synne 
Soerheim, who concluded that 
Breivik suffers from paranoid 
schizophrenia, stuck to their 
findings when presenting their 
239-page report on the right- 
wing extremist’s mental health 
to the court. They insisted he is 
driven by delusions rather than 
political conviction, saying he 
resembled people who believe 
they are the new Napoleon. 

“One doesn’t go coUecting 
expertise in historical facts if a 
new Napoleon is admitted (to a 
clinic), not even if he arrives in 
full uniform,” Husby said. 

Their report came imder 
fire for lacking knowledge of 



right-wing terminology and for 
interpreting Breivik’s pohtical 
explanations for his rampage 
as symptoms of schizophre¬ 
nia. The court then ordered 
a second evaluation by other 
psychiatrists, who came to the 
opposite conclusion, deeming 
him sufficiently mentally com¬ 
petent to go to prison. 

Breivik’s sanity is key to the 
case and is still an umesolved 
issue. If found guilty and sane, 
the 33-year-old Norwegian 
would face 21 years in prison, 
although he could be held even

“He thinks he is going to 
save us all from perdi¬ 
tion in a battle between 
good and evil.

Synne Soerheim, a psychiatrist who has 
deemed Breivik insane 

longer if deemed a danger to 
society. If declared insane, he 
would be committed to com¬ 
pulsory psychiatric care. 

To back up their claims, 
Soerheim spent much of the 
day reading out their findings, 
including statements made by 
Breivik’s mother, who claimed 
that as much as “half of what 
he’s told pohce is a he.” Accord¬ 
ing to his mother, he has fabri¬ 
cated information about both 
his travels and his education. 

Breivik’s mother isn’t ap¬ 
pearing at his trial because of 
health-related reasons, and has 
not been named due to Norwe¬ 
gian privacy rules.

Zimbabwe’s top judges visited 
a notorious Harare jail Thurs¬ 
day after receiving complaints 
that it is filthy, ill-equipped 
and uninhabitable, but a 
rights activist and reporters 
who joined the tour said the 
cells had apparently been 
cleaned up just in time for the 
jurists’ arrival. 

The five Supreme Court 
judges toured the main Harare 
police station cells and said 
they will rule later on whether 
to close down the cells because 
conditions are inhumane, in a 
suit brought by members of 
Women of Zimbabwe Arise, a 
group founded to champion 
women’s issues. 

The group’s members have 
been arrested after demonstra¬ 
tions that featured rattling 
pots and pans to call attention 
to food shortages, or handing 
out red roses on Valentine’s 
Day to protest domestic and 
political violence. 

The judges inspected only 
three dimly-lit cells with six 
concrete beds and no mat¬ 
tresses. Dozens more cells re¬ 
mained locked. 


Cellblock makeover

babwe Arise, reacts to improved conditions 
of prisoner cells during Thursday’s tour of

Reporters with the judges 
say the usually overcrowded 
cells were empty and appeared 
to have been cleaned. 

Williams said she and three 
other activists who flled the 
suit were once detained in a 
cell “filled with pools of urine 
and littered with feces and 
condoms.” She said they were 
given frayed, foul-smelhng 
blankets that were inadequate 
on cold stone floors. Fresh 
water was imavailable and jail 
authorities provided no food 
for prisoners, who rehed on 
supplies from relatives. 

“It was hell on earth, it was 
torture — all because we were 
demanding our rights,” Wil¬ 
liams said.

In its financial system re¬ 
view identifying risks to the 
economy, the bank noted cer¬ 
tain segments of the housing 
market that have a persistent 
oversupply — such as condos 
in Toronto — face a higher 
risk of a price correction. 

Using a hypothetical stress 
test, the bank says a three per 
cent increase in unemploy¬ 
ment — about the same as oc¬ 
curred in the recent recession 
— would almost triple the pro¬ 
portion of indebted households 
that would go into arrears.

Bombardier Transportation 
has signed a deal worth 
up to $1.6 billion to supply 
San Francisco with new rail 
cars, the latest in a string of 
major U.S. contracts. 

The Berlin-based subsidi¬ 
ary of Montreal’s Bombar¬ 
dier Inc. says it has signed 
an initial deal with San 
Francisco Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District for 260 new 
rail cars worth $647 million. 
The deal follows an agree¬ 
ment earlier this month 
to make 300 subway cars 
for New York City Transit 
valued at $613 million.

“cruise,” “.kids” and “.tires.” 

If approved, Amazon could 
use “.author” in an attempt to 
dominate online bookselling, 
while Google could use “.love” 
to collect registration fees 
from its rivals. Amazon and 
Google also are vying for “.app” 
and “.music,” while the wine 
company Gallo Vineyards Inc. 
wants “.barefoot.” 

It’s all part of the largest ex¬ 
pansion of the Internet address 
system since its creation in the 
1980s, a process likely to cause 
headaches for some companies 
while creating vast opportun¬ 
ities for others. 

The organization in charge 
of Internet addresses, the 
Internet Gorporation for As¬ 
signed Names and Numbers, 
announced the proposals for 
Internet suffixes Wednesday.

A skeleton dating back 
to the Middle Ages and 
recently unearthed in 
the town of Sozopol is 
displayed at the National 
History Museum in Sofia, 
Bulgaria, on Thursday. 

Ever since archaeolo¬ 
gists announced last week 
that they had found two 
ancient skeletons in Bul¬ 
garia with iron rods thrust 
through their chests, the 
media have been reporting 


how Bulgarians once did 
that to prevent the dead 
from emerging from the 
grave as vampires. On 
Saturday, one of those 
skeletons will be put on 
display at the National His¬ 
tory Museum, and its direc¬ 
tor, Bozhidar Dimitrov, 
says he expects there to be 
a big turnout.

When Armageddon comes, 
Lorene Scafaria will likely be 
found listening to music and 
dreaming of lost love. 

“I’m very much a Penny,” 
admitted the filmmaker about 
the Keira Knightley character 
in her new movie Seeking 
a Friend for the End of the 
World. “I’d probably be too 
flaky to get my act together 
yet I’d want to so badly.” 

In the apocal 3 ^tic comedy, 
Knightley and Steve Carell 
pair up as a giant asteroid 
brings end times to Earth — 
an event that’s apparently 
not as tragic as it seems. 
“Death is surreal,” said 


Scafaria of her comic vision 
of humanity coping with in¬ 
evitable catastrophe through 
ever 3 ^hing from doing heroin 


at dinner parties to destroy¬ 
ing property. “I talked to 
some people who said they 
would go to work because 


they wouldn’t know where 
else to go ... making deci¬ 
sions on how to spend your 
last three weeks just always 


seemed comical to me.” 

As such, the first-time 
director has drafted a clever 
cinematic mash-up between 
an “end-of-the-world” genre 
film and a traditional roman¬ 
tic comedy. While it’s being 
released June 22nd — shortly 
before the Mayan calendar 
runs out - Scafaria insists the 
timing of the four-year pro¬ 
ject is merely coincidental. 

“(Nick and Norah’s Infinite 
Playhst) was my ninth script 
and this was No. 18 so there’s 
been a lot of writing (in be¬ 
tween),” laughed Scafaria. “It’s 
a really strange thing that you 
can have sort of a career with¬ 
out a lot of output.” 

Scafaria also admits the 
movie “wasn’t really given a 
life until Steve Carell got on 
board” and that it’s his every- 
man quality that gives Seek¬ 
ing a Friend credibility. 

“He’s so subtle and charm¬ 
ing obviously,” said Scafaria. 
“(But) he’s got such a love 
of humanity in himself and 
his work that I think most 
comedians don’t bring to the 
table.”

First-time feature director 
Mark Andrews knows a thing 
or two about pressure. While 
he’s been a longtime Pixar 
team member — and director 
Brad Bird’s right-hand man — 
the task of taking on Brave, 
the animation studio’s latest 
feature, was more than a lit¬ 
tle daunting. And it doesn’t 
help that he had to step in 
for original director Brenda 
Chapman. But Andrews loves 
a challenge almost as much 
as he loves Scotland, where 
the tale takes place. 

Scotland seems like such a 
mystical place, with each 
location having some sort of 
myth to it. 

It is, it is. Ever 3 ^hing had a 
story. Nothing didn’t have a 
story. Every creek and branch 
and thing. But that was their 
culture, sharing these stories, 
and you knew these locations 
because you had to make them 
memorable — or stuff ac¬ 
tually did happen there. In de¬ 
veloping the Mm, we wanted 
that aspect in there that every 
character is telling a story 
or knows a story, or there’s a 
story about everything that’s 
happening in Brave, so you get 
story upon story upon story 
upon story upon story, inter¬ 
woven in the actual movie. 

Did you have any mystical 
run-ins yourself there? 

On my hone 3 mroon, we were 


in a hotel in Oban, and right 
on the counter there’s a big 
thing with newspaper articles 
on it, from way back when, 
about this hotel’s history. I’m 
just flipping through, and all 
of a sudMn I go, “Oh my God, 
ghost in room 216.” And just 
as I read this, the clerk hands 
us over our keys to room 215. 
I’m all, “Oh crap.” The ghost 
only shows herself to women 
to warn women away from 
men. The ghost is the ghost of 
a woman who killed herself 
jumping out of a window be¬ 


cause the man she was in love 
with, that was the last night 
there in that room, he goes 
off to sea, doesn’t tell her 
when he comes back that he 
met somebody else. So she’s 
waiting there for him to ren¬ 


dezvous, but he never returns 
so she offed herself So the 
ghost replays their last night 
together, that argument, and 
rearranges the furniture in 
the room back to how it was 
back in the day. So the maids 


keep coming in and going, 
“Ah, the ghost...” 

You’ve got to be aware that 
when you make a movie 
with Disney about a prin¬ 
cess, there will be inevitable 
comparisons. 

We’re the bastard child of Dis¬ 
ney — don’t put that down. 
We’re conscious of it in the 
sense that yeah, she’s a prin¬ 
cess, but why is she a princess? 
(stoiy-wise), there’s more catas¬ 
trophe that can happen. She 
can’t just be a selfish milkmaid 


who can run off and many 
somebody, right? We’re all, “I 
don’t care about that. Let ’em 
many somebody.” But here’s 
this person, this character that 
doesn’t want to do that stuff. 
“Um, lady, you’re going to be 
a queen someday. You’re go¬ 
ing to have to step up.” So we 
get those stakes. But it quickly 
turns and goes away from that 
idea and that concept. So it’s 
just a very superficial concept, 
but because it’s so easy and 
somebody says princess and 
Disney and thinks that’s aU 
that movie is, great. Let them 
think that. Never fry and out¬ 
guess us. 

Since you came into this 
project already in progress, 
how involved were you with 
casting? 

The only person that I got to 
cast was Kelly Macdonald. 
We had Reese Witherspoon 
on it, she was great, but the 
movie was taking so long and 
she had other things that she 
had to do down there. When I 
got on, we were going to do a 
whole ’nother year or so with 
her, and she was all, “I’ve got 
these other movies, and that 
commitment does not work 
out.” So, scheduling conflicts, 
she had to leave us, sadly. So 
I’m going, “Great. I get on and I 
have no main character. What 
am I going to do?” Well, I start¬ 
ed looking for a main charac¬ 
ter, and fast — by Monday — 
because we were fl 3 dng. We 
found Kelly Macdonald, and 
she was available and gung-ho, 
and she’s great. I didn’t know 
who the hell she was at all, so 
just hearing her and seeing 
little clips, I was thinking, “I 
don’t know, can she do this 
kind of comedy? Gan she do 
this kind of character?” And 
then talking to her and stuff 
and hearing her read some 
lines, I was hke, “She’s going 
to be great!”

“Party” and “rocks” are both 
words regularly used to de¬ 
scribe the MuchMusic Video 
Awards. But the nation’s music 
station decided to make it of¬ 
ficial this year by having party 
rocking experts LMFAO host 
their annual shindig on Sunday 
night. 

Despite never having hosted 
an awards show, the duo — 
made up of Redfoo and Sl^ 
Blu — weren’t the least bit 
surprised when the offer came 
their way. “I’m surprised more 
entities don’t have us doing 
more of this stuff,” says Redfoo, 
on the phone from tire band’s 
Houston stop on their current 
Party Rockin’ Tour. 

Based in Los Angeles, LM¬ 
FAO (an acronym for Laughed 
My Peking Ass Off) foimd fame 
via their brash mix of house 
beats, pop hooks, dance moves 


and an ostentatious wardrobe. 
Their stupidly catchy singles 
Party Rock Anthem and Sexy 
and I Know It both hit No. 1 in 
Canada and the U.S. 

And while their soimd and 
lyrics certainly have roots in 
club culture their crossover 
appeal is what they believe en¬ 
ticed Much into ofering them 
the gig. “The demographic that 
they want to tune in is our 
same fan base,” say Redfoo. 
“And especially now, with a lot 
of the kids listening to LMFAO 
and having fim with the videos, 
the parents now are fans.” 

The pair logged time riffing 
on camera for the Grammy’s 
Red Carpet, but Redfoo says 
the MMVAs are a far more 
structured event. “Me and Sky 
are always on,” he says, “we’re 
always improving and having 
fim. That’s what we do. So it’s 
about capturing the best of that 
with some guidelines.” 

MuchMusic organizers have 
been in regular communica¬ 
tion with the band, hammer¬ 
ing out a script that allows the 
two musician’s personalities 
to shine without derailing the 
show’s momentum, or break¬ 
ing CRTC rules.

pected guests who’ll walk 
along the space’s namesake 
posing for photos and an¬ 
swering questions 

“The red carpet is a huge 
celebration,” says Jarman. 
“It’s a chance for fans to get 
up close and personal with 
their favourite stars.” 

The nation’s music sta¬ 
tion has always prided itself 
on its unique approach to 
awards shows, holding it in 
an office building and park¬ 
ing lot instead of a stuffy 
theatre to create a party 
atmosphere. 

That attitude extends to 
the red carpet where flashy 
arrivals have become the 
rule rather than the ex¬ 
ception. Ice Cream trucks, 
ambulances, even giant 
hamster balls have been 
used to deliver the stars to 
the party. 

Unique transportation 
is generally discussed with 
organizers ahead of time. 
Jarman says organizers do 
their best to accommo¬ 
date but sometimes, safety 
trumps spectacle, like the 
time one artist wanted to 
land a hot-air balloon on 
the street. 

Planning started earlier 
this winter and weeks are 
spent hammering out a run- 
sheet with guest’s sched¬ 
uled arrival times. But that 
runsheet often goes out the 
window within the first five 
minutes. And that’s just 
fine with Jarman. 

“We don’t want to have 
just a regular red carpet 
show,” he says. 

“Our show’s a lot more 
about the party.”

Wranglers meet their 
artist out on the street and 
keep an eye on them on the 
red carpet, then guide them 
inside the party. 

They stick with their 
assigned star for the night, 
with the expressed goal of 
ensuring they’re ready and 
in the right place when it 
comes time to present or 
perform.

At the front of every 
script there’s a big confi¬ 
dentiality agreement that 
we all sign. So I’m not gon¬ 
na tell you, but I will tell 
you that it’s alarming. He’s 
not locked into having all 
the same characters. 

Is your character really 
dead? 

My God, I have to tell you: 
I was pushing a stroller 
with my three-year-old in it, 
and a woman yelled at me 
from across the street, like, 
“You’re not dead, are you?” 
It’s the question I get asked 
the most often and I get 
asked ever 3 rwhere. It’s fine, 
I love it. I love how invested 
people are in it — it’s awe¬ 


some. You know, as far as 
I know, I think I’m dead 
so far. 

The rumour is that star 
Emily VanCamp is dating 
her co-star, Josh Bowman, 
who plays Daniel. 

I heard that rumour. I can’t 
confirm or deny it. I real¬ 
ly don’t know, actually. I 
mean, they get along great 
on set. They’re discreet. 

How do you feel about the 
show being people’s guilty 
pleasure? 

When I first started get¬ 
ting interviewed about 
the show, they were like, 
“I’m calling it my guilty 
pleasure.” I realized that 
it’s so fun to be that dra¬ 
matic, and allow yourself 
to go there that people feel 
guilty. (Laughs.) I think 
Revenge is a lot of fun 
wrapped up in this sinister.

Yet his most recent tour. 
Back to Bass, was something 
of a stripping down for the 
prolific artist where the path 
he took was the most basic 
one. 

Having just come off 
the S 3 miphonicity tour, per¬ 
forming arrangements of his 
songs with large orchestras, 
he wanted to do something 
simpler, an approach he’s 
continuing during his current 


summer tour. 

How did it feel to put your 
recent box set together, tak¬ 
ing a look back at all these 
years? 

I’m not a particularly nos¬ 
talgic person, so initially, it 
was quite challenging for me 
to really look back when my 
instinct has always been to 
move forward. But I did feel it 
was worth taking some time 
to reflect, seeing what I had 
achieved in the past 25 years. 
I certainly had a good time liv¬ 
ing those 25 years, and it is a 
pretty significant milestone 
in my career. I thought if ever 
there was a suitable time to do 
a project like the box set, this 
was it. 

Was there any song you 
wanted to include but finally 
dropped? 

The most challenging part of 
the process was choosing the 
songs and inevitably, there 
were many that didn’t end up 
on the box set. But asking me 
to pick my favourites would 
be hke asking me to choose 
a favourite child! I love them 
all and each one is unique in 
their own way. That said. I’m 
very proud of the end result. 

Do you plan a new studio 
album in the near future? 

I don’t really have a plan quite 
yet. I enjoy and appreciate 



the creative freedom I have, 
and the ability to do what in¬ 
terests me. I get bored pretty 
easily and so I always like to 
do something new and some¬ 
thing that is hopefully surpris¬ 
ing. I think my audience has 
come to expect that element 
of surprise. 

So I’m really not sure what 
comes next, but expect the 
unexpected. 


What types of artistic pro¬ 
jects interest you the most? 

Like I said, I always like to try 
something new. I can only do 
what I’m inspired to do. Right 
now. I’m working on a play 
for Broadway. 

We’re in the very early 
stages, but I’ve been writing a 
lot of music for that. It’s com¬ 
pletely new territory for me 
and it’s quite exciting. 


Why did you decide to have 
the Sting iPad app? Would 
you ever consider making 
music with the help of such 
gadgets like the iPad? 

To me, it’s important to em¬ 
brace new technology and tiy 
to evolve with it. I look at the 
app as a new way of getting 
music to people. 

It’s veiy innovative, but 
at the same time it reminds 


me of the days where you’d 
purchase an album and get 
to enjoy all of the photos and 
liner notes, and really get a 
sense of how the album was 
made. That’s missing in the 
digital age. In terms of mak¬ 
ing music with something 
like the iPad, I wouldn’t rule 
it out. There’s no way of an¬ 
ticipating where technology 
is going next.

I think he 
came into the film maybe 
without a conscious kind of 
conception of what he want¬ 
ed. I think he would’ve been 
thrilled to find me living 
in a trailer behind a junk¬ 
yard, playing at the Red Lion 
nightly, doing the Rainbow 
Connection with a sock pup¬ 
pet, but the fact is he walked 
into a life that I was really 
happy with. I’m 22 years 
sober and happily married, 
I have a good relationship 
with my kids. I’d kind of re¬ 
built my career. There are 
some things that are not in 
the film that he kind of care¬ 
fully ignores because it inter¬ 
feres with his storytelling. 


Were you worried about 
anything the tilm depicts 
about your life? 

I was really worried about 
showing it to my kids, espe¬ 
cially my daughter. I had edi¬ 
ting rights, so I could take 
an37thing out that I wanted, 
but there’s the part where 

I’m filmed watching the 
Merv Griffin footage, and 
I’m just joking about marital 
infidelity and getting laid on 
the road, and I thought you 
can’t leave that in.

energy to keep going, there 
were enablers around me, 
but I can’t lay any of that off 
on anybody.

By the time he was out of his 
teens, RoUie Pemberton — 
a.k.a.

Though both records show¬ 
cased Ms fierce intelligence 
and endearing sense of playful¬ 
ness, Pemberton’s latest — the

Fernando Torres scored a goal 
in each half Thursday to give 
Spain a 4-0 win over Ireland 
and eliminate the Irish from 
the European Championship. 

David Silva and substitute 
Cesc Fabregas also scored 
second-half goals as the de¬ 
fending champions improved 
to four points in Group C, the 
same as co-leader Croatia. 

Spain dominated the tempo 
and scoring opportunities, tak¬ 
ing 26 shots and putting the 
team on course for a spot in the 
quarter-finals.

Torres, who scored in the 
Euro 2008 final, put Spain 
ahead early after dispossessing 
Richard Dunne inside the area 
and scurrying past Stephen 
Ward before sending an angled 
shot over goalkeeper Shay 
Given in the fourth minute. 

“We wanted to win, to make 
a better impression than we 
did against Italy,” said Torres, 
who became Spain’s third all- 
time leading scorer with 30 
goals in 95 appearances. “The 


performance of the team was 
really good. It was great.” Tor¬ 
res started over Fabregas as the 
World Cup champions fielded a 
traditional striker after the at¬ 
tack was led by six midfielders 
against the Itahans. 

The goal marked the start of 
Spain’s assault on the Irish, who 
had started well with Simon 
Cox forcing Spain goalkeeper 
Iker Casillas into a tricky save 
in only the second minute. 

“Unfortunately the goal for 
the second time after three 
minutes throws your tactical 
plan out the window,” said 
Ireland coach Giovanni Trapat- 
toni, whose team also conceded 
early in a 3-1 loss to Croatia. 

But Spain’s passing only got 
better, leaving Ireland in a con¬ 
stant chase.
